We realize that the FBI’s oonoem Hoarding terrorism may be legitimate based on certain 
histotieal evidence of such activity being committed fay individuals and groups at the turn of 
the First Milleiinium. These people believed thejt the world would end and, as a result, 
attempted to brinig that about throu^ vitileni means of their own accord.

We are also aware of groups and individuals in United States, on both the poiitical Right 
and Left, who have, in the post, eMRged bi vioknj; and teirorist activiiy in the US. We also 
understand that there is ooneem wi&n the public aft large about potentw terrorist activity and 
it is law enforoeinenfs responsibility to respond to the public’s concern to ensure the safety of 
the population. For those reasons we are hesitarA to dismiss the FBI’s concerns about this 
potential problem. I

I. The report defines an Extremist’ as one who peiieves in the etu of the world and the 
Second Coming of Christ. It cites specifically Christian Idenfiiy ohurohes and apocalyptic cults 
as fitting that description. But it also implies that amone who believes in the end of the world 
and the Second Coming of Christ also fits that dascripon, though th^ may not subscribe to the 
beliefe of the specific cults menfa'oned in the roport.^The logic^ conclusion to be drawn Aom 
reading eu^ a report is that religious people, specifically Christians of all denominations, are 
Extremists’ and should be watched. | 
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2. A point mwie repcaiedly in the report is tfte iSfis that those who ore stoolcpilinj food indT^ 
weapons in anticipation of V2K. are alto llloel/ Aspects for acts of violence. This claim is ^ 
beyond the ridiculous. With all the conflicting rej^rts regardiiig the issue of Y2K, it b rather 
diffioult to have a fact-based discussion or aigum^t on the subject. Most articles and reports 
regarding that issue are speculative and quote pco; >le who are taking precautions because they 
want to protect their families loved ones £rom any danger that might result from Y2K, not 
because they intend to cause civil unrest or acts of terrorism against society and see VIK as an 
extraordinary opportuni^' to do so.

4. We believe that simflar aigumenb can be mad«j for the New World Order. While the FBI’s 
rjort considers it a ''con^ra^ theory”, the term itself was resurreoted after many years of 
disuse by former President George Bush and refenod to on many occasions by the current 
Deputy Seerslaiy of Slate Strobe Talbott Cuitoualy, neither of these men is mentioined in the 
r^rt itself, most obviously because they spoke ji^itively about the New World Order. The 
Right, nevertheless, b mentioned because wc criHei» the New World Order and support efforts 
to preserve national sovereign^. Interestihgly, givw the fact that only the R^ht b suligect to 
criticism in thb report, coupled with the inconnstent writiiig styl^ hearings might well 
d^rmine that it was partial|y authored hy somei^ne outside the FBI, perhaps the Southern 
Pover^ Uiw Center, an ot;wization cited several tmes in footnotes throughout the report and 
some of whose writings echo the assertions made iripie FBI report. 

5. ym Dempsey, co-author of the book Terrcriim MJid iht ConstitaSon: SaoiiBeang Civil 

iMs^csJn UK Abano o^AbiSnna/iil»un{K'<»ntend^lhat the current mentality within the FBI b 
to equate those who critiefeie with those who terrorae . That aasotion b oonsistent with the 
beliefs expressed in this report. Because those orjti.s on the R%ht are not sympathetic to tite 
views of the Administration on the United Nations, and periiaps even religion, our First 
Amendment rights to express those views are be^ squelched ^ the primaiy federal law 
enforcement agency whose job it is to protect andfpreserve the baric rights guaranteed to all 
Americans under me US Constitution, not to constoer "threats” those who disagree with the 
Adminbtntion's positions on issues. This b simply not the behavior of law enforcement in & 
fhee society. ! 

$. It is interesting to note that only the "right wing” is referred to end targeted in this report 
There b no reference whatsoever to the p^itiesd (w, despite the fact that the Left haa been 
guiliy of violent acts in the in the past (eg. the'pnabombcr). Tbrms such as "right wing,” 
“right wing movement,” “bright wing groups,” ‘Tad^ right,” and “right wing extrembts” are 
usM throughout ihe report to describe those whouhould bo ihe taigcb of law enforcemenL 
One walks away with the impression that tnembpra of the Religious Right in America are 
lunatics who are a danger to society. 
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7. It is not beyond the realm of possibility that the AdministraHon as vsrell aa the FBI would 
consider the Ri^t, particularly the Religious Righf^a threat In an age where relativism rejgns, 
anyone who takes a stance on religious or moral principle is labeled “judgmental,” 
“moralistic,” or perhr^ even “hateful.** As the Ad^rity Leader has pointed out on the House 
Floor, the US Justioe Department’s Office of Juvemle Delinquency Pr^ention fUnds a middlC' 
school curriculum, “Kealirtg the Hate," which “i^ggeste thel among the warning signs for 
sohool counselors that a child may be dangerous; it if he or she grows up in ^very religious’ 
home." It does not take an active imagination to- see the same mindset set forth in “Project 
Megiddo.” 

8. The concerns outlined in this memo only refleci a reading of the public version of the FBI’s 
rep o rt . We understand that the classified version of the same report given to state and local law 
enforcement ofiTicials contains more specific targ^ on the Ki^t, such as homesehoolers. It 
would behoove the Leadership io imnediotely ^rtain a copy of the classified version of diis 
report in order to more properly pursue the hearing we suggest you hold. 

We see five fundamental questions that merit Congjfessional inquiry: 

t ; 

(D To what extent is the FBI anticipating or expecting terrorist or other acts of violence to 
occur at the him of the millennium? 

The first step in answering this question is to determine what rules or evidence govern the FBI’s 
assertions made about the potential for violence claimed in the “Project Megiddo" report 

(2) Given that terrorist acts have been ooramitta^^by the political 'ucft (e^ fixe Unabomber), 
what criteria do the Bureau use to suggest that political and Religious Right should be 
oonstdered a threat to Americans' safe^ 

Getting answers to this second question is sjgnifi^t because it will determine the mindset that 
the Bureau is operating under, vdiieh we believe is one of paranoia. 

(9) Given the definitions and implications made in'be public version of the “Project Megiddo" 
r^wrt, wha^vrithln the FBI, distinguishes tiie Religious Right in the US from the “extremists" 
currently being monitored by the FBI? 

(4) Given that the public version of the repo^ excludes all but two of the names of 
organizations on the Right which ore being tar^fod by the FBI, what other otganizations are 
in the Classified" version of the “Project Me^iddo" report and for what reason are they 
considered threats to public safety?

(d) Was the “Project Megiddo" report authored, iin ufoole or in part, by outside Left-wing 
extremist a^ococy groups such as 'ITie Soutiiem Poveriy Law Center or the Anti-Defonuition 
L^gue? 

We are not asking for any inquiry that would cha^nge the legitimate role of the FBI or other 
law enfoioement agencies collecting intelligence oti actual terr^ats or foreign directs, so we 
do not believe that this is an inquiry solely for the Irttetligence Committees. Ovr concerns focus 
(0 on the dennitions under which law enforcement is currently operatii^ and Gi) how they 
apply to religious conservatives in the United States. We believe that a public inquiry into the» 
legal and policy questions can be conducted witiront jeopardizing sensitive in.formation about 
specific targets or techniques. 

We ore avuilable to meet with Members and staff aiiaut this and other related issues. We look 
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forfmxd to woricsng with individuaJ Members, th^ chiimen of the nievant Committees, end 
the leedership in addresai^g these issues, which ar^ of growing concern to the American public. 

We have also enclosed a copy of the public version of the “Project Megiddo" rt^rt for your 
examination and study.

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The FBI today issued the following statement to clarify the 
"USA Today" story titled " FBI: Miultias a threat at millennium;" 

For several years, the FBI has\ had a program of reaching out 
to militias and their members to explain the FBI's role in 
investigating violations of law and to stress open lines of 
communication with militia groups. This was done also to ensure 
the militias that there was no intent to deny anyone their 
constitutional rights nor was there a targeting of any militia 
groups who were otherwise engaged in legitimate, protected 
activity. The FBI realizes that the majority of militia members 
engage in and support law abiding activities. However, the FBI 
will investigate illegal activities coming within the purview of 
its investigative responsibilities. In fact, the FBI is fully 
cognizant of the fact that some militias have taken positive 
steps towards ridding themselves of violent extremist elements. 

It is these violent extremist elements that could be violating 
laws which could subject them to investigations by the FBI. 

Often, these extreme members will splinter from more established 
groups and engage in violence autonomously. These elements are 
often very small cells or lone actors. The contact with militia 
members has proven effective, in that the more mainstream mliitia 
groups have been helpful in identifying the more extremist 
elenrents of the militia who may resort to acts of violence. 

"Project Megiddo" is the culmination of an FBI research 
initiative which analyzed the potential for extremist criminal 
activity in the U.S. by individuals or domestic groups who attach 
special significance to the year 2000, In an effort to educate 
investigators and officials in the law enforcement community 
about potential violence associated with or motivated by the 
arrival of the year 2000, the FBI conducted extensive research 
into the various ideologies and concepts which serve to motivate 
groups or individuals with violent agendas. Many extremists 
place significance on the next millennium, and may present 
challenges to law enforcement authorities. The significance is 
based primarily upon apocalyptic religious beliefs or political 
beliefs concerning the New World Order conspiracy theory. The 
report is intended to provide a clear, measured, and responsible 
picture of potential extremism motivated by the next millennium, 
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and to increase awareness among law enforcement officials of the 
unique challenges that may be presented by extremists motivated 
by millennial agendas. 

The study is being distributed to appropriate law 
enforcement personnel from around the country and provides an 
overview of various extremist ideologies, specifically those 
which advocate or call for violent action beginning in the year 
2000. Such ideologies motivate violent white supremacists who 
seek to initiate a race .war; apocalyptic cults which anticipate a 
violent Armageddon; radical elements of private citizen militias 
who fear that the United Nations will initiate an armed takeover 
of the United States and subsequently establish a One World 
Government; and other groups or individuals which promote violent 
millennial agendas. The report also discusses how extremists 
interpret biblical and/or other religious scriptures to justify 
their agendas, and how certain extremist elements point to the 
so-called Y2K computer crisis as an indicator of imminent social 
chaos and unrest. 

In addition to addressing key millennial concepts and the 
ideological or religious motivations behind millennial extremism. 
Project Megiddo outlines a number of issues of which law 
enforcement officers should be cognizant, including indicators of 
potential violence, possible preparations for violence, and a 
general discussion of possible targets of millennial extremists. 
Law enforcement officials are encouraged to further educate 
themselves on the various issues discussed in the project.

The press release was from the FBI National Press Office and sets out to explain how the FBI, with out 
infrin aing on anyone's rights, has been attempting to develop a data base on all the extremist wacko’s, 

(sorrjj I who may have a need or interest in going really crazy as the new millennium approaches. be 

There was also an effort in the release, for the first 20 lines or so, to assure the "mainstream" militias that b7 c 

the FBI does not consider them a threat and will not infringe on their constitutional rights. 

What was not mentioned in the release, and which is probably lost on most, was the significance of the 
code name "Megiddo". 

Megiddo is an ancient city in northern Israel whose existence as a settlement dates as far back as 8000 
BC. There is no other archaeological site in the world which is more strongly associated with cosmic 
disaster than Megiddo. Historians and Theologians have identified Megiddo as the earthly location of 
ARMAGEDDON, the scene of the final, apocalyptic battle between the forces of Good and Evil at the 
end of days in the Book of Revelation. Most scholars theorize that the word ARMAGEDDON is a Greek 
corruption of the Hebrew Har-Megiddo, (the mound of Megiddo). Megiddo has a 6,000 year history of 
continuous settlement and is repeatedly named in the ancient archives of Egypt and Assyria as a place 
where countless battles between great empires, which have decided the fate of the region, have 
occurred. Dictionary definitions of Armageddon are vivid and grim: A final and conclusive conflict 
between the forces of good and evil; A widespread annihilating war; A vast conflict that is marked by 
great slaughter and widespread destruction. 

I am not sure that those who are the object of our investigative affection will ever figure out what the 
word Megiddo means, nor am I sure that the author of the code name ever intended it to give the 
connotation which it carries. It's use however could be considered quite provocative to those we are 
investigating, if fully understood, and could also negate the first twenty line or so attempt in the news 
release to make nice with militias around the country.

SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552
